BULLETIN  COMMITTEE 

In  an  effort  to  improve  its  usefulness  and  inter- 
est, several  innovations  were  made  in  the  Bulletin 
during  this  past  year.  These  include  the  printing 
of  PYM  Committee,  regional  Meeting,  and  other 
reports  in  the  summer  issue  as  “Documents  in  Ad- 
vance of  Yearly  Meeting;”  devoting  an  entire  issue 
to  the  publication  of  the  1964  Yearly  Meeting  Lec- 
ture by  Mildred  Young;  the  printing  of  sketches 
made  at  last  Yearly  Meeting  by  a Friend;  and, 
beginning  with  the  May  1965  issue,  use  of  a differ- 
ent kind  of  type  face  which  we  hope  is  easier  to 
read  than  the  version  previously  used. 

The  Editor  has  appreciated  receiving  reports  on 
regional  Meetings,  seminars,  PYM  committee  ac- 
tivities, and  other  events  undertaken  by  Friends. 
We  hope  Friends  will  continue  this  practice,  and 
encourage  the  appointment  of  a designated  Friend 
to  serve  as  Bulletin  reporter  for  such  events.  We 
would  also  like  to  point  out  the  deadline  for  each 
issue,  as  listed  every  month  in  the  masthead. 
(Your  Editor,  too,  resolves  to  be  more  prompt  in 
getting  issues  out  on  time  during  this  next  year! ) 

As  always,  we  particularly  welcome  original  es- 
says and  poetry  by  members  of  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting.  This  kind  of  sharing  is  equally  as  import- 
ant as  that  provided  by  informational  reports. 

Financially,  the  Bulletin  continues  ( just  barely ) 
to  meet  expenses.  Our  subsidy  from  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  had  to  be  much  larger  this  past  year  than 
it  was  in  1963-64,  although  it  was  still  $200  less 
than  the  $1250  budgeted.  Thirty  Meetings  have 
collected  or  subscribed  for  members,  contributing 
about  $1650;  individual  Friends  have  sent  in  about 
$1300.  Because  of  rising  costs,  we  feel  it  will  be 
necessary  to  ask  for  an  increase  in  the  basic  sub- 
scription rate  from  $2.50  to  $3.00  per  year,  begin- 
ning in  September,  1965.

DISCIPLINE  COMMITTEE 

As  authorized  by  the  1964  Yearly  Meeting,  a 
new  revised  and  expanded  edition  of  the  Disci- 
pline has  been  prepared  by  the  Discipline  Com- 
mittee and  was  sent  to  the  printer  in  June.  It  will 
be  offered  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  in  August  for  use 
and  adoption.  The  new  edition,  including  index 
and  bibliographical  references,  will  be  80  to  90 
pages  long,  of  the  same  page-size  as  previous 
booklets.  The  Committee  decided  on  an  edition 
of  3000  copies,  which  it  is  hoped  may  be  obtained 
for  about  one  dollar  a copy.  After  Yearly  Meeting, 
copies  may  be  obtained  from  Wanda  Underhill, 
3962  Bettencourt  Court,  Fremont,  California. 

As  directed,  a mimeographed  working  draft,  in 
booklet  form,  was  circulated  to  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee  in  March,  and  has  been 
available  for  temporary  use.  ( Copies  of  this  draft 
may  be  obtained  during  the  summer  for  50  cents 
from  Martha  Dart,  421  W.  8th  St.,  Claremont, 
Calif.)  The  draft  has  been  quite  widely  studied, 
and  suggestions  for  revision  were  considered  by 
the  Committee  at  a two-day  meeting  in  May. 

The  Discipline  Committee  will  sponsor  an  inter- 
est group  at  Yearly  Meeting  for  general  discussion 
of  the  terminology  being  used  in  our  Meetings 
with  respect  to  Worship,  Ministry,  Counsel,  and 
Oversight.  In  preparation  for  this  meeting,  Friends 
are  encouraged  to  study  the  article  reviewing  the 
usage  of  these  terms,  based  in  part  on  a survey  of 
our  Monthly  Meetings,  which  appeared  in  the 
May  issue  of  the  Friends  Bulletin.

The  committee  feels  under  the  weight  of  the  con- 
cern for  developing  a closer  relationship  between 
Friends  Schools  and  Yearly  Meeting,  but  has  noth- 
ing concrete  to  suggest  at  this  time.  It  is  a matter 
of  growth  and  continuing  concern  to  be  nurtured 
both  by  the  schools  and  by  PYM’s  interest  in  the 
schools.  The  committee  will  continue  to  explore 
relationships  with  the  schools,  but  believes  that  a 
separate  school  committee  would  be  impractical 
and  premature  at  this  time. 

No  progress  has  been  made  in  exploring  the  con- 
cern that  Argenta  Friends  School  be  taken  under 
the  care  of  the  Yearly  Meeting.  No  one  on  the 
committee,  including  the  chairman,  has  been  able 
to  carry  on  the  necessary  correspondence,  and  di- 
rect visitation  by  any  member  of  the  committee 
has  not  been  possible.  It  is  hoped  that  before  Aug- 
ust some  progress  will  be  made,  and  a report  be 
readied  for  Representative  Committee.

At  this  Yearly  Meeting,  there  will  be  a display  of 
pictures  taken  last  year  at  Point  Loma  (San 
Diego ) . These  pictures  were  taken  for  the  History 
Committee,  but  prints  may  be  purchased  from  the 
photographer.

MINISTRY  AND  OVERSIGHT  COMMITTEE 

Seminar,  institute, retreat:  these  were  the  names 
given  the  gatherings  of  Friends  in  three  regions, 
based  on  the  Pendle  Hill  plan  of  “institutes  for 
Meeting  workers,”  and  approved  at  last  Yearly 
Meeting  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Ministry 
and  Oversight  Committee.  In  two,  attendance  was 
limited  to  Monthly  Meeting  members  of  Ministry 
and  Oversight;  in  one,  Young  Friends  were  ex- 
pressly invited;  in  one,  attendance  was  open  to  any 
interested  Friends.  Different  in  tone  and  approach, 
all  were  successful  in  that  they  offered  something 
to  which  Friends  responded.  From  those  who  at- 
tended came  the  urging,  “Let’s  do  this  again.” 
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The  seminar  of  Northwest  Quarterly  Meeting, 
with  Madge  Seaver  as  invited  speaker  and  resource 
leader,  directed  its  attention  most  specifically  to 
situations  faced  by  Ministry  and  Oversight  Com- 
mittees (see  March,  1965  Bulletin,  p.  4);  in  the 
College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting  institute  the  re- 
sponsibilities of  Meetings  were  considered  in  the 
light  of  the  exciting  opening  address  given  by 
Walt  Raitt  on  “What  Makes  a Good  Meeting?”. 
( See  May,  1965  Bulletin,  p.  5. ) The  Southern  Cali- 
fornia Half-Yearly  Meeting  retreat,  which  took  its 
title,  “The  Search  Will  Make  You  Free,”  from  an 
article  by  Bernard  Phillips  in  the  Friends  Journal 
for  November  15, 1964,  was  designed  “to  revitalize 
us  and  strengthen  us  in  our  commitments,”  and 
was  conducted  on  the  basis  of  silence  except  for 
scheduled  addresses  and  discussions. 

W e are  sure  that  regional  meetings  such  as  these 
should  be  continued  in  whatever  form  Friends  in 
the  various  areas  choose.  It  appears,  for  example, 
that  next  time  the  form  used  by  College  Park 
Quarter  will  approximate  that  of  the  Northwest 
Quarterly  seminar. 

Oversight  of  the  Meetings  shows  our  lacks.  No 
one  on  our  Committee  has  been  able  to  visit  in 
New  Mexico  this  year;  and  we  feel  the  need  of  a 
member  on  the  Committee  from  Willamette  Quar- 
terly Meeting.  There  have  been  regional  calls  and 
concerns,  and  one  call  to  the  whole  Committee 
for  understanding  and  help. 

In  more  than  one  area  a kind  of  “lostness”  is  ex- 
pressing itself.  Some  are  finding  their  Meetings  in- 
adequate to  their  expectations.  In  College  Park 
Quarter,  the  small  Valley  and  Sierra  Meetings  are 
planning  half-yearly  fellowship  to  strengthen  each 
other.  From  Oregon  comes  much  the  same  expres- 
sion of  need  for  closer  gatherings,  with  time  to 
know  each  other  in  that  which  is  eternal. 

We  want  to  develop  a community  among  us, 
rather  than  to  be  simply  an  association  of  Friends. 
To  feed  our  minds  and  clear  our  sight  in  our  seek- 
ing, the  chairman  suggests  the  following  reading, 
in  addition  to  the  Bernard  Phillips  article  ( and  the 
Pendle  Hill  booklet  on  which  it  is  based)  men- 
tioned above:

Activities  of  the  Peace  Committee  have  been 
concentrated  on  two  efforts:  assembling  materials 
on  China  and  the  Vietnam  situation,  for  possible 
use  and  discussion  at  Yearly  Meeting,  and  en- 
couraging financial  support  for  the  Friend  in 
Washington  program.

The  committee  also 
calls  Friends’  attention  to  the  report,  elsewhere  in 
this  current  issue,  by  Matt  Thomson,  Friend  in 
Washington  this  past  spring. 

A mailing  was  sent  to  all  Meetings,  with  copies 
of  a new  FCNL  brochure  on  the  Friend  in  Wash- 
ington, and  an  appeal  letter.  Results  of  this  appeal 
will  be  reported  at  Yearly  Meeting. 

Action  items  to  be  brought  to  Yearly  Meeting 
include  a proposal  for  continued  and  augmented 
support  of  the  Friend  in  Washington.  The  com- 
mittee also  hopes  to  work  with  the  College  Park 
Quarterly  Meeting  Peace  Committee  on  a vigil  r y 
the  atomic  center  in  Livermore,  to  be  held  on  the 
day  following  Yearly  Meeting.  Friends  wishing  to 
stay  over  for  this  vigil  are  encouraged  to  plan  now.

SOCIAL  ORDER  COMMITTEE 

Conference  on  Race  Relations 

On  December  28,  29,  and  30,  1964,  50  delegates 
from  22  Monthly  or  subordinate  Meetings  of  PYM 
met  at  Berkeley  Meeting  House  to  discuss  the  area 
of  Race  Relations  and  Friends’  role  in  it. 

The  three  mornings  were  devoted  to  listening 
to  speakers  and  to  role-playing,  while  the  after- 
noons were  given  over  to  workshop  sessions  on 
Housing  and  Race,  Education  and  Race,  and  Em- 
ployment and  Race.  Each  speaker  was  an  expert 
in  his  field,  and  offered  many  ideas  that  Friends 
could  consider.  One  of  the  speakers,  Dan  Daniels, 
started  the  workshops  off  on  the  right  foot  by  ask- 
ing us  to  be  honest  and  not  try  to  say  or  do  things 
that  we  did  not  feel  right  about.  He  suggested  that 
we  should  squarely  face  up  to  our  responsibilities 
in  this  area,  and  not  try  to  lean  on  all  the  other  ac- 
tivities of  Friends. 

At  the  general  session  on  the  last  afternoon,  the 
workshops  brought  back  recommendations  for 
Friends  to  take  home  with  them.  A query  was 
raised  about  the  integration  of  Friends’  schools, 
and  the  following  minute  was  approved  to  be  sent 
to  the  PYM  Social  Order  Committee: 
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Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  now  encourages  those 
Friends  Schools  believing  in  the  intrinsic  worth  of 
every  individual,  and  it  is  our  concern  that  these 
schools  should  take  care  that  integration,  both 
academic  and  social,  shall  be  practiced  in  all  of 
our  Friends  Schools ; and,  following  that,  we 
should  stand  prepared  to  sustain  the  practice  of 
our  belief  when  confronted  by  those  who  doubt 
the  wisdom  of  our  ways. 

The  Closing  Minute  of  the  conference  raised 
these  questions  for  Friends  to  consider: 

— Are  we  prepared  to  help  Friends  deepen  their 
concern  for  racial  equality  and  to  act  on  it? 

— Do  we  believe  that  Friends  choose  to  work  in 
quiet  ways  and  do  not  require  acclaim  for  their 
contributions? 

— Are  we  open  to  supporting  those  Friends  who 
are  led  to  witness  in  experimental  fashions,  and 
how  do  we  support  those  Friends? 

— Can  we  accept  as  truth  that  we  need  to  work 
in  racial  change  for  our  sakes  even  more  than 
for  others? 

We  feel  under  the  weight  of  continuing  work 
in  this  area  as  Friends,  and  seriously  considering 
the  role  of  Meetings  and  individuals  in  examining 
themselves  on  this  issue.

Friends  Mississippi  Church  Rebuilding  Project 

In  1964,  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  decided  to  unite 
with  New  York  and  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meetings 
to  determine  what  Friends  could  do  to  help  re- 
build the  Negro  churches  burned  in  Mississippi. 
The  exciting  story  of  Friends’  efforts  in  this  area 
has  been  reported  in  several  issues  of  the  Friends 
Bulletin  during  this  past  year. 

To  date,  37  workers  have  gone  from  the  West 
Coast  to  Mississippi  under  care  of  the  Social  Order 
Committee.  They  not  only  gave  at  least  two  weeks 
each  of  time  to  the  project,  but  also  contributed 
hundreds  of  dollars  to  help  with  their  own  ex- 
penses. They  became  aware  of  the  coming  of  a 
new  era  to  the  South,  as  Negroes  and  whites  began 
to  work  alongside  one  another  and  to  face  each 
other  as  equals.  The  courage  and  dignity  evi- 
denced by  some  of  the  Negroes  as  they  struggle 
toward  freedom  provided  an  inspiration  which 
helped  Friends  to  realize  that  more  than  churches 
were  being  rebuilt. 

Friends  and  others  have  contributed  about 
$5600  to  the  project  through  Pacific  Yearly  Meet- 
ing. Eighteen  churches  have  been  completed; 
seven  others  are  in  process;  and  several  more  in 
remote  areas  remain  to  be  started. 

This  summer,  work  with  the  Mississippi  Com- 
mittee of  Concern  in  rebuilding  the  burned 
churches  is  to  be  carried  forward  to  completion, 
with  Lawrence  Scott  as  coordinator,  assisted  by 
Quaker,  Mennonite,  and  other  volunteer  workers. 
In  addition,  a new  Friends’  project,  endorsed  by 
Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting,  is  planned  for  July 
15-  August  30.  This  is  the  building  of  a community 


center  in  a rural  area  near  Canton,  using  Quaker 
hands  and  Quaker  money,  in  cooperation  with 
local  people. 

For  information  on  the  need  for  volunteer  labor 
for  church  rebuilding  or  the  community  center 
construction,  write  to  Larry  Scott,  723x/2  Rose 
Street,  Jackson,  Mississippi.  Larry  can  also  give 
information  about  the  need  for  Sabbath  School 
materials  in  the  rebuilt  churches  and  the  financial 
needs  for  other  materials. 

It  is  expected  that  this  project  will  terminate  by 
the  end  of  this  summer,  and  the  Social  Order  Com- 
mittee again  wishes  to  express  its  thanks  to  the  in- 
dividuals and  Monthly  Meetings  which  have  con- 
tributed money  and  labor.

VISITATION  COMMITTEE 

The  bedrock  of  visitation  is,  of  course,  to  learn 
to  know  one  another  better.  We  want  most  to 
“know  one  another  in  that  which  is  eternal,”  and 
we  seek  the  most  fruitful  avenues  toward  this  end. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  describe  the  results  of  our 
year’s  activities.  How  can  we  find  words  to  “bring 
alive”  our  experiences,  as  a report  to  the  Yearly 
Meeting?  Sometimes  visitation  has  been  just  a 
happy  “get  - together  - get  - acquainted”  time,  so 
needed  and  so  joyful  to  us  all.  Sometimes  a spon- 
taneous conference  has  arisen,  such  as:  “How  do 
you  feel  about  children  being  encouraged  to  stay 


for  the  full  hour  of  worship?”  . . . .“.  . . about  how 
to  help  lonely  attenders?”  about  over- 


burdened parents  of  large  families?”  — and  a stim- 
ulating exchange  of  ideas  has  rewarded  all  pres- 
ent. In  a more  planned  approach,  Friends  whose 
special  experiences  contribute  towards  our  under- 
standing of  problems  around  us  have  traveled  by 
invitation.  Another  variation  has  been  the  use  of 
telephone  calls  for  keeping  in  touch  with  scattered 
Friends  when  travel  was  impossible. 

Emphasis  has  been  put  on  visiting  Meetings 
further  from  the  major  travel  lanes,  rather  than 
those  which  have  many  visitors  routinely.  Also,  as 
with  the  Northwest  Quarter,  places  where  the 
Ministry  and  Oversight  Committee  has  visited  ex- 
tensively have  received  somewhat  less  visiting 
from  our  Committee,  since  we  could  not  include 
all  Meetings.  The  following  Meetings  and  sub- 
ordinate groups  have  been  visited:  Berkeley,  Col- 
lege Park,  Delta,  Fresno,  La  Jolla,  Monterey  Pen- 
insula, Multnomah,  Phoenix,  Reno,  Salem,  San 
Francisco,  Santa  Fe,  Santa  Monica,  Vancouver, 
Victoria,  Whitleaf;  Flagstaff,  Grass  Valley,  Har- 
bor, John  Day  (Oregon),  Pacific  Ackworth,  and 
Westwood.  Also,  one  of  our  far-ranging  members 
was  able  to  visit  Meetings  in  other  Yearly  Meet- 
ings, including  Morningside  Heights,  New  York; 
Florida  Avenue,  Washington;  Paris,  France;  and 
Athens,  Greece. 
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It  is  a great  privilege  to  be  a member  of  this 
Committee.  Wherever  we  went,  we  looked  for- 
ward especially  to  joining  in  the  Meeting  for  Wor- 
ship, where  a vivid  and  uplif  ting  sense  of  one-ness 
united  our  souls.  We  are  deeply  thankful  for  the 
illumination  shed  on  our  upward  path  together.

New  Mexico  Quarterly  Meeting 

For  many  years,  Santa  Fe  and  Albuquerque 
Meetings  alternated  as  hosts  for  semi-annual  joint 
meetings:  a worship  service  in  the  morning  and  a 
discussion  of  concerns  after  lunch  and  social  hour. 
Sometimes  visitors  attended  from  the  Gallup  and 
Las  Vegas  worship  groups. 

Following  the  formation  of  a Monthly  Meeting 
at  Las  Vegas,  the  three  formed  New  Mexico 
Quarterly  Meeting.  It  has  met  three  times  in  this 
past  year,  each  occasion  bringing  closer  acquaint- 
ance of  the  members  and  more  unity  of  thought 
and  worship.  The  evening  discussion  of  the  prob- 
lems of  our  Young  Friends,  at  the  retreat  of  May 
22-23,  has  brought  them  more  intimately  into  our 
religious  association.  They  have  also  participated 
in  the  activities  of  the  several  Meetings. 

Each  of  our  Meetings  extends  the  use  of  its 
house  to  other  groups  in  the  community.  The  min- 
istry of  the  Meetings  is  shared  by  a large  number 
in  each  one.  It,  as  well  as  other  phases  of  our  group 
life,  has  profited  by  the  study  of  Friends  beliefs 
and  practices  of  past  years. 

The  Quarterly  Meeting  has  the  problems  of  the 
Indians  and  of  other  local  people  very  much  on 
its  heart.  It  regrets  that  because  of  distance,  it  has 
not  participated  in  the  work  of  the  Yearly  Meeting 
as  it  has  desired.

2 — There  is  much  involvement  in  things  outside 
of  Meeting  — United  Nations,  foster  children,  ex- 
change students,  national,  state,  and  local  legisla- 


tion, the  “Triple  Revolution,”  vagrancy  laws,  In- 
dians — but  there  is  the  prayer  that  Meeting  may 
help  keep  lives  so  centered  that  the  pitfalls  of  ex- 
cessive creaturely  activity  are  avoided. 

3 — There  has  been  a search  for  depth  in  spirit- 
ual commitment.  A Ministry  and  Oversight  sem- 
inar, as  suggested  by  last  Yearly  Meeting,  was 
held  and  was  so  successful  in  attendance  and  in 
its  depth  that  seminars  for  other  Meeting  purposes 
were  encouraged. 

4 — There  is  humbling  and  exciting  proof  that 
Quarterly  Meetings  are  divided  into  half  older 
Friends  and  half  Young  Friends.  This  is  a cause 
for  noise,  confusion,  anticipation,  and  joy. 

5 — There  is  the  certainty  that  members  of 
Meetings  are  attempting  to  preserve  the  balanced 
tension  between  adjustment  and  resistance;  there 
is  faith  in  the  openness  that  will  allow  the  Spirit  to 
lift  lives  toward  the  Holy.

Southern  California  Half-Yearly  Meeting 

Friends  continue  to  examine  the  quality  of  their 
relationships,  and  have  developed  increased  un- 
derstanding of  each  other  through  the  use  of 
Quaker  Dialogues,  study  committees,  and  worx 
projects.  Feelings  of  personal  warmth,  sense  of  en- 
larged family,  and  living  and  loving  unity  are 
prevalent  in  many  of  our  Meetings.  At  the  same 
time,  we  are  aware  of  tensions  and  conflicts  among 
us,  which  are  manifest  in  the  lack  of  unity  in  the 
sources  of  our  concerns. 

Most  Meetings  have  been  active  in  outreach  to 
the  local,  as  well  as  to  the  wider,  community; 
many  with  a deep  and  continued  interest  in  civil 
rights  and  foreign  affairs.  Redlands  has  had  a ser- 
ies of  public  forums.  Meetings  have  expressed 
their  deep-felt  concern  with  the  struggle  in  the 
South  through  visitation  and  contributions.  Los 
Angeles  reminds  us  that  too  often  social  action  be- 
comes an  end  in  itself,  rather  than  “an  expression 
of  an  inner  commitment."  Participation  in  social 
action  through  the  Meeting  is  sometimes  limited 
because  individual  families  are  deeply  involved 
in  other  community  affairs. 

Half-Yearly  Meeting  accepted  Orange  Grove’s 
recommendation  and  approved  the  establishment 
of  Pacific  Ackworth  as  a Monthly  Meeting,  effective 
July  1,  1965.  The  status  of  two  worship  groups  is 
changing  as  follows:  Westwood  ( UCLA ) is  work- 
ing towards  becoming  a preparative  meeting  un- 
der the  oversight  of  a committee  of  Los  Angeles 
and  Half-Yearly  Meetings;  and  individuals  in  the 
Harbor  worship  group  have  joined  La  Jolla  Meet- 
ing with  a view  towards  becoming  a preparative 
meeting  under  their  care. 
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All  Meetings  continue  to  express  an  anxious  con- 
cern about  First  Day  School.  Many  of  us  are  grop- 
ing to  find  a meaningful  and  satisfying  method  of 
bringing  religion  into  the  lives  of  our  children. 
Redlands,  Los  Angeles,  and  Santa  Barbara  are  in 
the  process  of  establishing  First  Day  School  pro- 
grams. Marloma  has  been  concentrating  this  year 
on  developing  educational  material  and  curricu- 
lum for  the  children  through  junior  high  age.  Pa- 
cific Ackworth  and  Claremont  have  experienced 
quite  successful  programs  for  their  high  school 
and  college  age  people.  Other  Meetings  have  en- 
couraged participating  in  youth  activities  under 
Quaker  sponsorship  at  Half-Yearly  Meeting,  Pa- 
cific Southwest  Fellowship,  AFSC  meetings,  and 
gathering  of  young  people  at  the  Wells’  home. 

Several  Monthly  Meetings  are  preparing  for 
the  day  when  they  will  have  a home  of  their  own; 
meanwhile  they  are  meeting  in  private  homes  or 
rented  quarters.  There  is  a general  feeling  that 
having  a permanent  meeting  place  will  minimize 
problems  relating  to  First  Day  School  organiza- 
tion and  activities,  and  that  the  meeting  house  can 
become  a means  of  enriching  the  life  of  the  Meet- 
ing community.  Conversely,  one  group  reports  that 
some  Friends  feel  “formality  or  impersonality”  in 
their  new  meeting  house.  Older  Meetings  or  those 
with  permanent  buildings  find  a challenge  in  using 
their  housing  to  the  best  advantage.  Claremont 
has  developed  a substantial  library,  and  La  Jolla 
reports  that  local  groups  are  using  their  facilities 
increasingly. 

Particular  concern  for  our  Meetings  was  ex- 
pressed in  the  following  areas: 

— need  for  increased  and  more  frequent  inter- 
visitation among  Meetings; 

— need  for  greater  self-discipline  in  maintaining 
the  spirit  of  worship  in  our  Business  Meetings; 

— need  to  increase  the  effectiveness  of  our  ef- 
forts in  race  relations; 

— need  to  help  newer  members  to  become  lead- 
ers in  our  activities; 

— need  to  discover  what  members  and  particu- 
larly attenders  seek  from  Meeting;  and  finally, 

— need  to  be  more  sensitive  and  aware  of  the 

needs  of  each  other.  _ JOHN  ULLMAN,  Clerk 

NEWS  FROM  THE  SCHOOLS 

ARGENTA  FRIENDS  SCHOOL  has  been  issuing  monthly 
Newsletters  to  interested  Friends  and  Meetings  this 
year,  to  keep  them  posted  on  developments,  and 
also  to  seek  comments  on  questions  and  problems 
faced  by  the  school.  Among  these  has  been  the  develop- 
ment of  a right  balance  between  authority  and  flexibility, 
so  as  to  avoid  both  over-rigidity  and  insecurity.  Next 
year  a "sliding-scale’'  tuition  will  be  instituted,  and 
teachers  paid  a more-nearly-subsistence  salary. 

John  and  Helen  Stevenson  are  taking  sabbatical 
leave,  and  Jonathan  Aldrich,  who  has  been  at  the 
school  for  four  of  its  six  years,  will  serve  as  Principal. 
Franklin  Fitz,  now  teaching  at  Berkeley  High  School, 
will  be  the  new  math-science  teacher. 


An  increasing  number  of  people  have  expressed  in- 
terest in  the  type  of  education  that  the  school  provides; 
and  a professor  in  the  Education  Department  of  the 
University  of  British  Columbia  has  asked  them  to  send 
teachers  and  students  to  confer  with  groups  of  his  stu- 
dents for  several  days  next  year,  about  the  school  and 
its  philosophy. 


PACIFIC  OAKS.  All  those  connected  with  this  com- 
bined nursery  school  and  college  in  Pasadena  feel  deeply 
the  death  of  Evangeline  Burgess,  but  look  forward  to 
having  Ed  Morgenroth  as  President,  to  continue  their 
efforts  on  many  fronts  of  educational  theory  and 
practice. 

The  school  is  having  an  extended  summer  program, 
from  June  22  to  August  13,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Office  of  Economic  Opportunity,  with  children  of  mostly 
Spanish-American  background.  An  enlarged  Mothers’ 
Club  program,  supervised  by  the  school,  will  be  held  at 
Orange  Grove  Meeting  House.  The  school  has  also  ar- 
ranged a special  summer  program  at  the  San  Rafael 
Center,  in  the  predominantly  Negro  section  of  Pasadena. 

Mio  Polifroni  has  been  named  a consultant  for  the 
"Operation  Head-Start"  program,  and  has  visited  Jack- 
son,  Mississippi;  Pendleton,  Oregon;  and  other  places, 
to  encourage  local  groups  to  form  pre-school  programs. 


PACIFIC  ACKWORTH.  This  family-run  elementary  school 
in  Temple  City,  California  had  a near-capacity  stu- 
dent enrollment  of  69  this  past  year,  although  the 
parent  group  was  smaller  than  usual.  The  six-week  sum- 
mer program  will  include  two  wilderness  trips  each  week 
and  two  days  on  the  campus.  John  Way  will  again  lead 
a junior  high  group  to  Argenta  from  July  12  to  August 
15,  ending  up  at  Yearly  Meeting. 

Although  Pacific  Ackworth  was  oriented  in  Friends’ 
philosophy  and  its  activities  through  the  years  have 
been  guided  by  the  historic  principles  of  Friends  educa- 
tion — Community,  Harmony,  Equality,  Simplicity  — it 
has  had  no  official  connection  with  any  Friends  body. 
It  has,  however,  maintained  a close  and  appreciative 
relationship  with  Orange  Grove  Friends  Meeting,  and 
looks  toward  a continuing,  mutually  beneficial  relation- 
ship with  the  newly  established  Pacific  Ackworth  Monthly 
Meeting.  The  school’s  planning  and  development  com- 
mittee is  currently  conferring  with  the  Monthly  Meeting’s 
building  committee  to  examine  a building  program  for 
a meeting  house  complex,  which  looks  toward  an  in- 
creased enrollment,  an  enriched  classroom  program, 
and  a wider  community  relations  program. 

The  school  hopes  that  in  the  future  less  time  will  be 
needed  for  raising  funds,  and  more  can  be  spent  in 
sharing  both  within  and  without.

JOHN  WOOLMAN  FRIENDS  HIGH  SCHOOL  in  Nevada 
City,  California,  which  is  under  the  care  of  College  Park 
Friends  Educational  Association,  held  Senior  Recogni- 
tion Day  on  June  6,  1965,  for  its  first  graduating  class. 
Students,  friends  of  the  school,  parents,  and  Associa- 
tion members  gathered  under  a large  oak  tree  for  a 
program  based  on  silence,  with  a few  planned  expres- 
sions. Marshall  Pallet  writes:  "We  fell  still  without 
any  particular  signal,  and  after  a time  two  girls  played 
some  Bach  duets  on  clarinet  and  flute.  An  original  poem 
about  the  domed  starry  sky  of  the  Sierra  foothills  was 
read,  and  a selection  from  Max  Picard’s  book  on  Silence. 
There  were  long  silences,  with  bird  calls  and  wind  high 
in  the  neighboring  pines.  And  then  came  the  Epistle, 
read  antiphonally  by  two  of  the  girls.  It  was  a rich  re- 
ward, a stage  in  the  development  of  our  West  Coast 
Friends  secondary  school,  when  our  children  emerge 
full  of  grace  and  self-possession.” 
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Senior  Class  Epistle,  1965  (excerpts) 

. . . Camp  Augusta  and  a new  beginning. 

. . . A chance  to  make  decisions,  responsibly  or  irrespon- 
sibly. 

. . . Finding  out  that  others  share  your  worst  problems,  or 
at  least  understand. 

...  The  rain  and  the  fireplace  in  winter  which  invites 
crackling  leaves  and  crackling  faces  into  its  circle  of 
Homes. 

. . . Poetry  readings  where  the  silences  that  follow  the 
poems  hold  as  much  meaning  as  the  poems  themselves.

LETTER  FROM  WASHINGTON 

Below  is  a report  from  Matt  Thomson,  of  the  Dayton 
(Ohio)  office,  on  his  nine  weeks  (March  29  - June  5,  1965) 
as  Friend  in  Washington.  The  report  is  excerpted  and 
slightly  edited  from  a more  detailed  version  put  out  in 
mimeographed  form  by  the  Friends  Committee  on  National 
Legislation.  Copies  of  this  complete  report  will  be  avail- 
able at  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting. 

As  it  was  to  those  who  have  preceded  me  as  a 
“Friend  in  Washington,”  so  it  was  soon  apparent  to 
me  that  each  of  us  shares  in  a beautiful  relation- 
ship. He  works  with  committed  people,  those  of 
the  FCNL  staff,  and  has  the  privilege  of  calling  on 
others  who,  to  an  extraordinary  degree,  are  like- 
wise in  Washington  out  of  a sense  of  commitment. 
Members  of  Congress  and  people  in  the  Executive 
Branch  are  to  a large  degree  working  unusually 
long  hours,  spending  time  in  travel,  sacrificing 
time  with  family,  and  being  subjected  to  pressures. 
Members  of  the  Congress,  particularly  House 
members,  are  conscious  of  the  need  to  be  re- 
elected, cannot  possibly  be  informed  on  every  is- 
sue, and  must  constantly  try  to  do  that  which  may 
seem  more  right  than  another  course  of  action,  yet 
which  may  be  out  of  harmony  with  the  Adminis- 
tration and  perhaps  with  the  electorate. 

The  Opportunities  for  Confrontation 
“There’s  a divinity  that  shapes  our  ends,  rough 
hew  them  how  we  may,”  and  the  tragic  events  of 
our  nation’s  involvement  in  Vietnam  determined 
the  sense  of  urgency  which  underlined  our  work. 

Along  with  some  26  other  Friends,  I spent  the 
first  two  weeks  of  my  stay  in  Washington  visiting 
Members  of  Congress  and  the  Executive  Branch, 


raising  questions  about  a change  in  the  direction 
of  our  Vietnam  policy.  Hundreds  of  AFSC  and 
FCNL  supporters  around  the  country  helped  to 
open  doors  by  writing  thoughtful  letters.  A total  of 
264  Members  of  Congress  (or  their  legislative  as- 
sistants ) provided  time  in  their  busy  schedules  to 
discuss,  challenge  or  listen  to  our  concern.  In  addi- 
tion, there  were  special  meetings  with  several 
Senators,  Senators’  legislative  assistants,  State  De- 
partment people,  and  the  Vietnam  embassy.  Rep- 
resentatives from  academic  and  other  religious 
groups  also  met  to  discuss  concern  over  Vietnam 
with  governmental  people  during  the  two  months 
I was  in  Washington. 

Besides  these  meetings,  I participated  in  the 
Washington  Peace  March,  which  drew  over  20,000 
to  the  capital  on  Easter  weekend,  and  in  the  May 
Vigil  at  the  Pentagon.  I also  helped  to  promote 
two  breakfasts  for  Congressmen  at  the  time  of  the 
AFSC  Conference  on  the  U.S.  and  China,  April 
28-30,  and  distributed  copies  of  the  AFSC  study, 
A New  China  Policy:  Some  Quaker  Proposals.  On 
my  last  day,  I joined  with  three  FCNL  staff  mem- 
bers for  a rather  wide  and  free-wheeling  discus- 
sion with  a member  of  the  White  House  staff  who 
is  a top  adviser  on  Vietnam  affairs. 

As  the  Administration  Sees  It 

On  the  basis  of  my  nine  weeks  in  Washington, 
I think  that  the  Administration  believes  that  it  is 
pursuing  a course  of  action  in  Vietnam  which  is 
under  control;  that  it  intends  to  continue  to  apply 
the  necessary  pressure  to  convince  North  Vietnam, 
the  People’s  Republic  of  China,  and  the  National 
Liberation  Front  that  they  cannot  take  over  in 
South  Vietnam.  The  Administration  does  not  cur- 
rently intend  to  attack  China,  nor  bomb  her  nu- 
clear sites,  nor  to  bomb  Hanoi.  It  believes  that  it 
can  .avoid  confrontation  with  the  Soviet  Union.  It 
has  been  suggested  that  up  to  1,000,000  men  may 
that  if  Vietnam  goes  Communist,  the  remaining 
need  to  be  used  to  attain  these  ends.  It  believes 
countries  in  Southeast  Asia  will  follow  suit. 

Another  Point  of  View 

On  the  basis  of  many  talks,  following  the  testi- 
mony before  the  House  Foreign  Affairs  and  Sen- 
ate Foreign  Relations  Committees,  and  reading 
several  other  books  and  articles,  I believe  that  U.S. 
policy  is  wrong;  that  the  Administration’s  estimate 
of  the  situation  has  been  continuously  wrong;  and 
that  over  the  next  three  years,  it  will  continue  to 
grow  worse. 

Can  we  change  direction?  Can  we  yet  strengthen 
the  United  Nations  and  use  it  rather  than  unilat- 
eral action?  Can  we  reverse  the  trend  of  militar- 
ism? What  is  the  mood  of  the  country? 

The  Role  of  Congress 

It  is  clear  that  the  Executive  Branch  of  govern- 
ment does  indeed  make  foreign  policy,  but  is 
strongly  influenced  by  Congressional  attitudes. 
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The  present  Administration  has  done  a remarkable 
ob  of  briefing  Congress  on  its  policy  and  has 
worked  hard  to  convince  Congress  that  present 
policy  is  made  on  the  basis  of  certain  confidential 
information.  A member  must  indeed  spend  a good 
deal  of  effort  to  find  out  facts  to  support  a diver- 
gent point  of  view,  and  must  have  considerable 
courage  to  oppose  the  President. 

Letters  writers,  therefore,  must  become  well  ac- 
quainted with  an  issue  like  Vietnam,  in  addition  to 
stressing  the  moral  objections  to  war.  They  should 
be  able  to  ask  significant  questions  which  encour- 
age the  member  to  challenge  the  presumptions  of 
the  Administration  and  its  ultimate  goals. 

The  Citizens  Role 

While  citizens  may  feel  there  is  no  possibility  of 
changing  our  Government’s  policy  on  the  Vietnam 
question,  I am  convinced  that  public  opinion  has 
made  an  impact  on  the  White  House  and  Con- 
gress. Since  mid-February,  U.S.  policy  has  changed 
in  several  respects.  Negotiations  now  seem  a ma- 
jor, actively  pursued  goal.  An  important  economic 
development  program  for  the  Mekong  and  South- 
ern Asia  has  been  proposed.  There  was  even  a 
temporary  pause  in  the  bombing  of  North  Viet- 
nam (much  too  short,  in  my  opinion,  to  be  effec- 
tive) to  stimulate  the  negotiating  process. 

As  we  look  ahead,  it  seems  to  me  letters  and 
visits  might  well  stress : 

— the  very  great  danger  that  continued  escalation 
will  involve  us  in  confrontation  with  the  Soviet 
Union  and  the  People’s  Republic  of  China; 

— the  need  to  make  every  effort  to  strengthen  the 
United  Nations  and  to  encourage  our  policy 
makers  to  stop  taking  unilateral  action  as  in  the 
Dominican  Republic  and  in  Vietnam; 

— strenuous  and  imaginative  efforts  should  now  be 
made  to  get  China  into  international  coopera- 
tive efforts;  and 

— the  United  States  should  move  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
sible toward  undergirding  economic  aid  in 
Southeast  Asia  through  international  organiza- 
tions as  proposed  by  President  Johnson. 

May  I also  encourage  each  of  you  to  make  bet- 
ter use  of  the  services  of  the  Friends  Committee  on 
National  Legislation,  as  well  as  support  its  splen- 
did staff. 

Even  though  I am  not  encouraged  about  the  in- 
ternational situation,  my  brief  experience  as 
Friend  in  Washington  was  richly  rewarding.  It  is 
good  to  know  that  Eugene  Boardman,  Asian  ex- 
pert at  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  will  be  the 
Friend  in  Washington  for  next  year.

CONCERN  ON  VIETNAM 

At  our  recent  June  business  meeting,  Gretchen 
Tuthill  reported  to  us  on  the  AFSC-sponsored 
visitation  to  Washington  on  Vietnam.  Out  of  our 
meeting  together  a concern  arose  that  Friends  join 
in  an  outpouring  of  prayer  for  the  President  and 


his  advisors,  the  feeling  being  that  while  we 
warmly  support  continuing  efforts  by  citizens 
through  letters  or  other  outward  means  to  reach 
and  influence  the  Administration  policy,  there  is 
a need  to  hold  these  men  in  the  Light  that  God 
may  reach  through  to  them  and  move  them  in  a 
way  human  agencies  alone  cannot. 

To  implement  this  concern,  both  La  Jolla 
Friends  and  Los  Angeles  Friends  are  asking  those 
members  who  can  to  meet  at  their  respective 
Meeting  Houses  each  week  to  join  in  prayer  dur- 
ing the  half  hour  preceding  the  regular  Sunday 
morning  worship.  Others  are  urged  to  pray  in- 
dividually. 

We  share  our  thinking  with  you  to  ask  that  you, 
too,  out  of  concern  for  the  worsening  situation  in 
Vietnam  with  its  threat  to  world  peace,  unite  with 
us  by  setting  aside  a special  time  for  corporate 
prayer  for  God’s  strengthening  guidance  for  the 
President  and  other  leaders. 

We  shall  be  glad  to  hear  from  Friends  and 
Meetings  if  and  how  you  unite  with  our  concern.

ARIZONA  HALF-YEARLY  MEETING

A Ministry  and  Over- 
sight Committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of  Gene  Fes- 
senbecker,  Helen  Hintz,  and  Jane  Webster  from  Pima 
Meeting;  and  Olive  Goodykoontz,  Baxter  Hurn,  and  Thorn- 
ton Price  from  Phoenix  Meeting.  This  is  the  only  standing 
committee  at  this  time. 

Two  minutes,  one  urging  U.  S.  ratification  of  the  United 
Nations  Conventions  on  Human  Rights,  and  one  expressing 
the  need  for  government  support  of  population  control, 
were  approved  and  will  be  recommended  to  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting.  Arizona  Half-Yearly  Meeting  also  sent  minutes 
to  President  Johnson  expressing  concern  over  the  situation 
in  Vietnam  and  over  the  problem  of  voting  rights  for  all
